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Remarks 

The Examiner is thanked for allowing claims 1-22. 

The Examiner did point out some minor informalities in the specification and, as the 
Examiner will note by reference to the amendments made above, the minor 
informalities have been addressed in the manner suggested by the Examiner. 

The Examiner will also note that claims 1 and 12 has been amended to correct an 
obvious editorial error in the last line thereof. It is submitted that this amendment in no 
way narrows claim 1 or 12 but rather merely corrects an obvious editorial error. 

The "steps" language of claims 1, 8 and 10 has been deleted. These amendments in no 
way narrow any of these claims.
